• MRS. WILLIAM ALLEN WILBUR, wife of Dr. Wilbur, former 
Dean of the Liberal Arts College, Provost, and now Professor 
Emeritus of English of the University/ died last Wednesday morn- 
ing at 6:15 o’clock at' the University Hospital. She had been in 
failing health for some time. 

Funeral services were held on Friday Rooming at 11 o’clock 
at Hysonij's Chapel. Dr. William S'. Abernethy, of Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, assisted by Dr. J. Hillman Hollister, of the Chevy 
Chase Presbyterian Church, officiated. Interment took place on 
Saturday at 10 A.M. at Mystic, Conn,, Dr. Wilbur’s horhe.

"Members In course shall be elected 
primarily on the basis of broad eul- 
tural interests and scholarly 
achievements. The number of un- 
dergraduates elected from any 
class, including any who may be 
elected in their junior year shall 
hot exceed 15 per cent of those ex- 
pected to receive liberal bachelor 
degrees in' it hat class. Only those 
students whose work has been defi- 
nitely liberal in character and pur- 
pose shall be eligible to election as 
members in course." 

The chapter shall determine 
courses considered to be liberal in 
character; that is, studies Resigned 
principally for a knowledge or ap- 
preciation of the social world in 
which wp live as contrasted with 
learning to develop vocational skill 
or technique. 

In connection with this emphasis 
in the election of members to the 
local chapter, it was noted that Phi

He reasoned that 
since the erfllre export of .silk only 
constitutes about 15% of the Island 
Empire’s exports, a completely ef- 
fective boycott of this article could 
only Tiave a small effect bn it.

What Form Should the Modern Newspaper Take?

• IF YOU wort a Congrettman. what kind of form program vould you fovor, and 
what would ba your reasons? Mambors of the Union agriculture committee have 
bean attempting to fashion a bill that would meet what they contider the "farm 
problem." They will present the result of their work at the Union's first major leg- 
islative session of the currant year Sunday. The Hatchet prints below brief outlines 
of the arguments of the three parties.

• THE CENTER PARTY unquestionably will marshal its forces 
in support of most of the provisions of the farm bill. Respecting 
isome sections, however, it is anticipated that an intelligent differ- 
ence of opinion will be manifest. 

It is heartening to note that the continuation of the soil con- 
servation program on an enlarged scale is popular not only among 
memberj of the Center Party but in the camps of the 
traditionally unreasonable Right and Left wings as well. 
i_ iL _ The first common sense approach to the alleviation 

_ of crop surpluses should he by expanding demand through 

Center the creation of new markets. The Center observes with 

approbation the activities of the American Chemllurgieal

The Center, therefore, endorses the appropriation pf a reasonable sum in 
order that the Government might do its share lh stimulating new indus- 
trial uses for agricultural . products.

Our 
problems of circulation and advertising are naturally less, 
but at the semi time our reader reaction .fs. more direct, 
if we try a wrong thing,' it won't shake our financial founda- 
tions: if we develop something ne.w' a more important paper 
has son^ething -to go on. That seems to us to be a prac- 
tical service. 


Why? We might say, "Well, why not?" but 
our reasons are based on much more than a desire to 
be different. We think a newspaper has a definite 
job. but a job that changes with the times. We feel that 
a newspaper must give its readers more then the news, but 
we don't think people in general are going to search or 
wade through dead type . to find out things they should know. 
We want to give our readers the news end as much else 
as we can in such a way as to make it easy to find, to 
read, and to understand. 

In short, in these months, of eiperimenting we have tried 
to make The Hatchet's layout as utilitarian as possible.^ Mo 
revised opr headline style and used simple type because : t 
became easier to reed end easier to put thi; idea of the 
story across. We rearranged our methods of layout jo that 
the paper didn't look the lame eech week— we hope we made 
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we can educate them to protect 
wan of aggression.

Supply, Not Profit, Is Purpose 

T HE purpose of agriculture may be deAned as a necessity to provide 
a sufficient supply of agricultural product^ to meet the needs of the 
general population, or It might joe termed a means of livelihood for those 
who live on farms, but under no stretch of the Imagination can agri- 
culture he declared 'to exist solely for the purpose of providing a racket 
for dealer* In wheat margins, owners of grain elevators, and meat packers 
One title of the bill provides for the use of crop surpluses If and 
wh£n they occur by distribution to those In need. It will be cheaper to 
feed the unemployed with these surpluses than to pay for the destruc- 
tion and reduction of agriculture produce. I assume, of course, that we 
are agreed that the 11 million unemployed have a right to eat. 

There Is a provision included that would require the common carriers 
to transport unprocessed agriculture Items at actual coat. If this forces 
the nationalizing of the railroads, as some Rightists predict, that is all 
to the good. Such thoroughly democratic countries as Denmark, Finland. 
Norway. Sweden. France, and Switzerland have done that long ago with- 
out the harmful effects usually predicted for socialization.

Anti-Syphilis Drive

• DR. GYORGY, NOTED research 
worker and discoverer of vitamin 
“H” spoke at the Biochemistry 
seminar held last Thursday at the 
Medical School. “Though vitamin 
H, as far as is known, is not essen- 
tial to human life, lack of it causes 
a bad skin condition, which, in rats, 
eventually ends in death, It no sup- 
plement of this vitamin is admin- 
istered," Dr. Gyorgy stated. 

Although many Scientists doubt 
the existence, of vitamins, it has 
been definitely proven that there 
are certain substances in foods 
which are necessary for the main- 
tenance of life. 

Among the sources of so-called 
vitamin H are yeast, cow’s milk, 
and bananas. Dr. Gyorgy had witfi 
him a bottle containing an extract 
of this vitamin in the purest form 
in which he had been able to ob- 
tain it— a yellow, syrup-like, fluid. 

In addition to his lecture, Dr. 
Gyorgy also showed severe] slides 
which illustrated some of his ex- 
periments with rats which had a 
deficiency of the substance.

\ In re-reading the plans of organi- 
zation I •notice that editors afe to 
be elected for a period of ‘/one 
year", and that changes in the rules 
are posslhle only by formal amend- 
ment. Ip the light of these facts, 

I suggest that ypur committee as 
the coordinating committee, respon- 
sible for all student activities, save 
inter-collegiate athletics, review the 
situation with the Publications 
Committee In order to resolve this 
Seeming paradox. < 

Furthermore. I would like to .take 
this opportunity to suggest that 
your committee should at the ^grll- 
est time practicable study the en- 
tire question of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities and the responsibility of stu- 
dent and student-faculty commit- 
tees that deal with extra-curricular 
activities to the ends, first that oWY 
ordinances may be made dear In 
the minds, of all of us. and second 
that suggestions may be forthcom- 
ing Which rpay further the 1 amalga- 
mation of all student' ext ra-cu rrlc- 
ular activities, under one central or. 
ganization, having policy making 
powers and capable of framing a 
. long-term program.

The report of the Publications 
Committee to which the President 
referred was to the approval of a 
mid-term elpotloq for editor. In 
brief. The Hatchet editorial situa- 
tion is: 

1. A personal agreement last 
A(>rll between Howard Enncs and 
Robert Howell, both associate edi- 
tors, was to the efTect that the two 
men would split the coming term 
as editor. Ennes was to serve the 
first half and resign in favor of 
Howell. Howell nominated Ennes 
to the board and Ennes was elected, 
no, mention being made of the 
agreement. 

2. The agreement, however, came 
to the attention of the Publications 
Committee, which requested the 
Board’s confirmation of it, Such 
was voted, and Ennes’ term stated 
to end with No. 10 of this year, 
when he would resign and Howell 
would take over. 

3. Howell did not return to 
school this fall. The board, indi- 
cated, when the Publications Com- 
mittee requested an election to fill 
what it called a - "vacancy", that 
none existed. The committee, how- 
ever, again requested an election. 

4 . Ennes was reelected to serve 
until February. This is the report 
which seemingly violates the con- 
stitution.. 

It is definitely understood that 
discussion of The Hatchet question 
Is in the line of bringing to point 
the essential dls-coordination of stu- 
dent activity supervsion. It is ex* 
pected that the final set-up will be 
along the lings of. one Student Lift 
Committee with other faculty-stu- 
dent committees as . subcommittees. 

General sentiment seemed to ex- 
press the hope that this enuncia- 
tion of policy will mean continued 
faculty-student cooperation to reach 
a solution to the problems that have 
faced student life for the past few 
years. * v
